It is 
vitally 
important 


right now to recognize in 
this country that Britain 
and 
Greece, 
both 
small 


c o u n t r i e s 
when 
their 


resources are compared with 
ours, are holding back the 
deluge. If the dike broke, 
Hitler would be over here 
in no time. 
The 
natural 


conclusion from this fact is 
to give them 
"everything 


we've got" that doesn't in 
elude direct war participa- 
tion. 


It means moral support 


without limit. It means ma- 
terial support not merely 
while they can pay for it, 
but support after they have 
lost their power to pay. 


This is not mere gener- 


osity. Our heads are involv- 
ed as much as our hearts, 
or 
more. Americans who 


have not realized 
it 
yet 


must realize now that this 
is almost as big a testing 
time for us as it is for the 
hard-pressed 
E u r o p e a n 


countries whose natural and 
inevitable allies we are. 


Nothing, not politics nor 


racial prejudice nor false 
thrift nor hostile propagan- 
da, should be allowed to in- 
terfere with this essential 
duty. We Americans must 
stand in spirit 
with 
the 


Greeks and British in this 
new Battle of Marathon. 


SHODDY THINKING 
Many readers recogniz- 


ed some of their early ideas, 
now discarded, in Walter 
Lippmann's l i s t of certain 
American attitudes toward 
the war. 


There was, first, the blind 


belief that there would be 
no war. That was quickly 
supplanted by the notion 
whatever war there might 
be would be fought only 
against 
Bolshevist Russia. 


Some people actually wel- 
comed such a prospect and 
so misjudged what was go- 
ing on in Spain. A different 
war came however, so they 
had to rearrange their ar- 
g u m e n t s for American 
aloofness. They decided it 
was a phony war. It would 
result in a stalemate. Hit- 
ler never would take the of- 
fensive. Wrong again, as 
last summer's events prov- 
ed, they leaped 
to 
such 


strange conclusions as that 
Britain would c o l l a p s e 
quickly, that Hitler would 
unify Europe in any event 
—a 
desirable end, they 


said, even though achieved 
by undesirable means. 


f Finally, with the unifica- 
tion of Europe according to 
Hitler's plan looking less 
and less durable, the de- 
featists moved along to the 
idea 
that 
Europe's 
war 


would come to an early end 
if Britain could be defeat- 
ed. 


Most 
Americans 
have 


abandoned such reasoning 
long since. What happened 
to Norway, the Low Coun- 
tries and France opened 
many eyes that had been 
kept tightly closed just to 
avoid unpleasant sights. 


Nevertheless, Mr. Lipp- 


mann warned his readers, 
BO many people still assume 
that the outcome of the war 
is of minor importance to 
this country that the de- 
fense program is endanger- 
ed. 


Must 
there be another 


great catastrophe to arouse 
such 
persons 
from 
their 


selfish dreams, or half-bak- 
ed thinking? Isn't it time 
Americans began to wake 
up and face the reality of 
this situation^

adage, history

Yet the initiation and the 
victory were d i s t i n c t l y 
theirs, for they had launch-

their seemingly 


hopeless defense alone, and 
apparently w o u l d h a v e 
fought to the last man—or 
woman—for their land and 
liberty. 


The Greeks might yet be
